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NOTES  AND  NEWS 

One  of  the  most  important  events  in  the  history  of  the  South  African 
Library  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  recent  acquisition  of  thirty-six 
original  letters  by  Lady  Anne  Barnard  which  will  be  on  permanent  loan  to 
the  Library  from  the  South  African  National  Society.  The  collection  has  only 
just  arrived  and  a  fuller  appraisal  of  the  letters  will  appear  in  our  December 
issue.  It  must  suffice  here  to  state  that  the  thirty-six  letters,  together  with 
three  odd  sketches  and  a  small  number  of  letters  by  Andrew  Barnard  and 
other  contemporaries,  were  beautifully  bound  in  leather  by  their  previous 
owner.  Sir  Leicester  Harmsworth,  who  died  in  1937.  He  purchased  them  from 
the  sale  of  the  Melville  papers  preserved  at  Melville  Castle  in  1926.  The 
letters,  written  to  Henry  Dundas,  1st  Viscount  Melville,  date  from  soon 
after  Lady  Anne’s  marriage  to  Andrew  Barnard  in  1793  until  after  their 
return  from  the  Cape  in  1802.  Twenty-two  were  actually  written  at  the 
Cape  and  of  these  only  thirteen  were  published  in  “South  Africa  a  Century 
ago”  edited  by  W.  H.  Wilkins,  in  1901. 

The  South  African  National  Society  has  been  enabled  to  purchase  the 
letters  through  the  generosity  of  Captain  W.  D.  Hare,  late  M.P.  for  Mowbray, 
C.P.,  to  whom  the  Trustees  have  expressed  their  warmest  thanks.  Captain 
Hare  has  established  a  trust  fund  on  behalf  of  the  National  Society  which 
in  course  of  time  will  enable  it  to  make  similar  purchases  for  the  benefit  of 
South  Africa.  An  outline  of  the  National  Society’s  activities  will  be  found 
below. 

A  few  years  ago  the  Trustees  established  a  body  to  be  known  as  “The 
Friends  of  the  South  African  Library,”  which,  while  receiving  distinguished 
patronage  and  enthusiastic  approval  at  its  inception,  never  succeeded  in 
progressing  very  far.  Its  functions  covered  such  activities  as  that  just  carried 
out  by  the  S.A.  National  Society  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  future,  with 
an  active  body  such  as  the  latter,  another  organisation  will  not  be  needed.

JOSEPH  SUASSO  DE  LIMA,  1791-1856;  A  BIBLIOGRAPHY

Born  in  Amsterdam,  Joseph  Suasso  de  Lima  studied  and  practised  law  Cl 

there  until  the  age  of  twenty-five  when  he  accepted  an  official  position  at  of 

Batavia.  Returning  home  via  the  Cape  in  the  Dutch  ship  Antoinetta,  in  1818, 

De  Lima  was  forced  for  a  while,  to  remain  at  Cape  Town  on  account  of  his  Li 

wife’s  health.^  Soon  after  their  arrival  he  applied  for  permission  to  reside 
permanently  at  the  Cape.*  During  his  forty  years  sojourn  De  Lima  led  a  a 

very  full  and  interesting  life.

Joseph  Suasso  de  Lima  was  descended  from  a  Sephardic  Jewish  family 
and  has  been  claimed  as  a  prominent  early  Cape  Jewish  personality.  But  he 
never  practised  his  faith  and  became  a  member  of  the  Dutch  Reformed 
w  Church;  though  it  is  known  that  in  1849  he  contributed  towards  the  building 

:it  of  the  first  Jewish  Synagogue  at  the  Cape.

His  deformities  were  a  source  for  ill- 

k-  natured  ridicule  by  his  enemies,  particularly  C.  E.  Boniface  who  refers 

ly  to  him  as  “Joodse  Dwergje’’  and  attacks  De  Lima  directly  in  “Clasius’’ 

id  and  “The  Blamed  Reputation.’’*®  De  Lima  wanted  to  take  libel  action 
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against  Boniface,  but  was  informed  that  the  Government  had  no  power  to 
censor  plays  at  the  Cape. 

Zealous  in  the  pursuit  of  what  he  regarded  as  his  rights,  De  Lima  constantly 
protested  against  discriminating  treatment  and  bombarded  the  government 
with  memorials  to  express  his  many  grievances.  In  this  way  he  made  many 
enemies.  It  is  also  known  that  he  had  many  staunch  friends,  among  them 
the  Bredas,  Borcherds  and  Therons.  De  Lima  seems  to  have  shown 
sincere  regard  for  the  Netherlands,  and  he  tried  hard  to  preserve  the  purity 
of  the  Dutch  language  at  the  Cape,  as  can  be  seen  from  his  ‘‘De  taal  der 
Kapenaren”.  Probably  in  the  belief  that  it  would  promote  his  interest  he 
obsequiously  supported  the  colonial  government  on  all  occasions.  In  the 
exciting  days  of  the  anti-convict  agitation  he  flouted  public  opinion  by 
defending  the  government’s  policy  and  printing  the  General  Order. 
De  Lima,  in  October,  1849,  sold  his  printing  press  and  materials  to  the 
colonial  government.^* 

From  this  brief  sketch  one  can  gather  what  a  many-sided  and  active 
character  Joseph  Suasso  de  Lima  was  in  the  affairs  of  Cape  Town,  a  century 
ago.  The  mere  enumeration  of  titles  in  the  bibliography  is  further  evidence 
of  his  zeal  and  enterprise.

The  amount  paid  to  me  was 
barely  sufficient  to  recover  the  original 
costs  .  .  .  and  these  articles  were  sold  to 
accommodate  the  Colonial  government,  at 
a  time  when  no  printer  would  print  any¬ 
thing  for  them. /Your  Excellency  is  fully 
aware  that  no  one  would  print  the  General 
order,  and  that  my  stepping  forward  to 
do  so,  brought  the  hatred  of  the  Public 
upon  me,  but  1  cared  not  and  always  have 
been  willing  to  serve  the  government.  1 
always  stuck  to  one  thing  and  did  not 
interfere  directly  or  indirectly.  Mr.  Sam¬ 
monds,  on  the  contrary,  at  first  wrote  leading 
articles  by  which  several  of  his  subscribers 
withdrew,  and  finding  that  his  pockets 
sufferred  immediately  signed  the  pledge 
(which  I  never  did  nor  will  do)  and  became 


an  Anti-eonvict-comttX,  and  now  is  taken 
up  by  those  whom  he  held  up  to  the  public. 
/Thus  I  have  been  deprived  (for  the  mo¬ 
ment)  of  my  livelihood  and  as  man  who  has 
no  knowledge  of  the  printing  business 
whatever  has  been  taken  up  and  put  into  a 
situation  which  of  right  1  deserved.  If  it 
had  not  been  for  the  Coll.  Govt.  1  would 
not  have  part  for  whatever  amount  of 
my  printing  materials.  .  .  ./I  was  treated 
contrary  to  my  expectation,  and  was  fully 
under  the  impression  that  had  your  Ex¬ 
cellency  required  any  person  that  1  should 
have  been  the  first  that  had  a  claim  to  it, 
and  from  my  knowledge  of  the  business 
having  been  occupied  since  the  last  24
